The capacity of a single line of tele- 
graph wire has always been limited by 
the quickness of the operator. The 
electricity passes from end tpend of the 
longest line without appreciable hiss of 
time.

messages an hour. Tins l>eing the 
of a single wire, many lines have l»e- 
come necessary between large cities, to 
provide for the constant increase iu the 
use of the telegraph by all ela— -. 

A few vears ago, Mr. Edison discov- 
ered and applied the quudruplex sys- 
tem. By this invention, four messages 
can be sent at one time over the same 
wire, two each way. As its name implies, 
it increased the carrying eaiiacity of a 
wire four-fold. 

But the new system of the Rapid Tel- 
egraph Company 1-1 even more wonder- 
ful. By this method the messages are 
transferred to a paper-taiie which is per- 
forated bv a machine with a key-board, 
operated like a type-writer. Many per- 
sons are kept busy at these machines 
preparing these messages. When the 
tat>e is ready it is wound 011 a wheel. 

Now, instead of the ojxTator making 
each letter by successive clicks of the 
telegraph key, he simply turns the 
wheel, and steel jKiints, like the nibs of 
a pen, trace their way over the perforat- 
ed tape, and wherever there are holes 
the circuit is completed and the electric 
current rejKirts at the other end of the 
line, in dots or dashes, long or short, as 
tho perforation may lie. 

The messages are then translated from 
the telegraphic code and printed in full 
by the aid of the tyjie-writcr, ready for 
delivery. 

By this invention, the capacity of a 
wire is increased thirty-fold. In a min- 
ute 1,<M(0 words may Ihj sent, involving 
500 pulsations a second of the electric 
current. All these improvements are in 
tho direction of cheap mid efficient teleg- 
raphy.

The Jews have been froni all time 
1 xclusive people; pride of race and con- 
tempt of the Gentiles round about them 
distinguished them already in the days 
when they warred against the Amalekites. 
They sincerely and truly believed that it 
w as not pleasing to Him that HisehiJdren 
should act like the peoples round about 
them. Eighteen ceuturu-s of cruel, sonse- 
lcss persecutions, of enforced exclusion 
from intermixture with other nations, of 
inter-marriage in small communit,-. ■-, 
have intensified all the distinctive physi- 
cal and mental features of the Jews, so 
that not only their gtsnl but their bad 
qualities have become accentuated. Not 
eveu the eighteenth century, so ready to 
boast on its enlightenment, had opened 
the gates of the Ghetto ami accorded 
civil hl>ertieB to a people who, of all peo- 
ples, are peace-loving, law-abiding and 
least likely to abuse these privilege.-.

The capacity of onr ancestors to ac- 
commodate themselves to every climate 
depend) d not only on tin ir physiological 
faculty of adaptation, but also on their 
skill in protecting themselves by artifi- 
cial means from the inclemency of the 
higher latitudes. Houses and clothes 
arc a blessing if they answer this pur- 
p 16 by a dose imitation of nature's own 
plan iii sheltering her ch.ldreii from at- 
mospheric vicissitudes, but in degree as 
they deviate from that plan their hygi- 
enic disadvantages balauce, or even out- 
weigh, the gain in other re.qx els. A 
swallow's nest protects her brood from 
cold and rain without debarring them 
from the fresh air; a human domicile, 
too, should combine comfort with the 
advantage of perfect ventilation, and our 
clothes, like the fur:: a squirrel or the 
feather-mantle of a hawk, shonld keep 
us warm and dry without interfering 
with the cutaneous excretions and the 
free movement of our limbs. 

MenMired by these standards, the s\ in- 
ter dress of au American schoolboy is 
nearly the best, the summer dress of the 
average American, French, and German 
nurshiig about the worst that could be 
devised. At an age when the rapid de- 
velopment of the whole organism re- 
quire- the utmost freedom of movement, 
our children aie kept in the fetters of 
garments that check tlie activity of the 
body iu every way; swaddliug-clot lies.,

No one but a shoemaker could "nave 
thought Coleridge serious in his strange 
saying that the shoemaker's bench had 

produced more eminent men than any 
other handicraft. The Slioe and leath- 
er Reporter 1ms, however, compiled a 
" lull of particulars " in the shape of a 
list of famous cobblers which seems to 
act as an effectual estopVl on all jealous 
craftsmen. Hans Christian Andersen, 
who needs no introduction, may "eatl 
the list, and Hans Sachs of Nuremberg, 
who, though he made shoe* all his life, 
yet also made f,,<K>t> p,,ems, plays, farces 
and rhyming f iblea, may be put next. 
Sir Olondeslcy Shovel was a shoemaker 
until he enlisted in the naw. and so was 
Sir Christopher Minns, another English 
Admiral. John Bswaonj one of Crom- 
well's ColoneJs, and a signer of Charles 
L's death -warrant ; Samuel Bradburn, 
the " Demosthenes of Methodism," as 
well as a Bishop; James Lackintou, 
whose catalogue of publications reached 
the total — enormous for that time — of 

30,000 volumes, iu 1787 all these were 

cobbler* at tirst, if not nt the last. Con- 
tinuing the English list, William Cif- 
ford, whose memory is preserved by a 
complimentary a llusi..u in Byron's "En- 
glish Bards and Scotch lieviewers," and 
whose body is buried in Westminster 
Abbey; George Fox, the arch Quaker ; 
William Carey, a missionary famous a 
century ngo, and who read the proofs of 
the Bible in twenty-seven Oriental lan- 
guages ; Samuel Drew, "the Locke of 
the nineteenth century," whose t-xi»ri- 
einv as an author led 'him to formulate 
the sad truth that " the lnan who makes 
shoes is sure of his wages, but the man 
who makes luniks is never sure of any- 
thing;" Thomas Holeroft, whose name 
is not nearly so well known as that of a 
single one of bis plays, '-The Bond to 
Huin;" the Bloomtkld brother*, whom 
Byron thus MjKjKtroplii£ed : 

Ye tuneful cobbler*, atill your note* prolong, 
l'onu> Kitmuvi allpper and a song ; 

John Pounds, whom school-children 
cried at being turned atray from — all 
these and lesser lights too numerous to 
mention were English shoemakers. 

Coming to our own country, Roger 
Sherman, one of the "signers," leads 
the list in time, but Vice President lb i, 
ry Wilson in rank. Beside these were 
Congressmen Shelley and N"ih W .r.vs- 
ter, not the lexicographer, but the 
founder of the Massachusetts IV are So- 
ciety. And ex-Govs. H. P. Baldwin, of 
Michigan, and William Clatliu, of Mas- 
sachusetts, if they never made shoes, at 
least dealt in them largely enough to be 
named here. Altogether, the list issutli- 
ciently imjiosing and com incing to justi- 
fy a verdict in favor of Coleridge's say- 
ing. '

Progress of Christianity. 

The Rev. Dr. Dorchester delivered an 
address, in Weslevan Hall, Boston, on 
the progress of Christianity, Papal and 
Protestant, in the whole world, since 
1500. Until the present century, said 
the lecturer, there were no trustworthy 
data of the world's population. Prior 
to 1830 it was variously estimated from 
642,000,000 to 737,000,000. In lNoO it 
was reckoned at 1,000,000.000. Prof. 
Sehem's estimate makes tho present 
population 1,437, 000, 000. The progress 
of Christianity from the fourth or fifth 
century up to 1500 was confined almost 
entirely to Europe. The nominid Chris- 
tians in the world in the third century 
numbered 5,000,000 ; up to the eighth 
centurv they had increased 30,000,0tK) ; 
in the tenth century 50,0(10,000 ; in the 
fifteenth century 100,000,000 ; in the 
last 300 years the increase has be.-n 
200,000,0t)0, or as much as iu the pre- 
vious fifteen centuries. In 1880 there 
were 410,1R)0,000 nominal Christians. 
Iu 1500 there were 80,000,000 Catholics, 
20,000,000 Greek Christians, and no 
Protestants; in 1830, 116,000,o<X> Roman 
Catholics, 70,000,000 Greek Christians, 
and 42.OO0.0WO Protestants ; in 1K80, the 
respective uumtiers were 20U,20O,O0O, 
88,01X1,000 and 113,700,000, showing an 
increase of 80 jht cent, among the Pa- 
pists, 2d per cent, in the Greek Church, 
and 176peX cent, among Protestants. The 
probable number of nominal Christian-; 
in the world in the year 2000 was esti- 
mated bv Dr. Dorchester at from 1,200,- 
Ot (0, 000 to 1,050, 000,1 HK>. The popula- 
tions living uuder Christian govern- 
ments in 1500 numbered Il>0,000,0o0 ;

MM r«n Iteinarkable Ca«ea. 

The London Lani > t observes that the 
vagaries of needles which have been in- 
troduced in the body, and have escaped 
immediate removal, have in all ages at- 
tracted the attention of collectors of the 
marvelous in medicine. Hildanus re- 
lated an instance of a woman who swal- 
lowed several pins and passed them six 
years afterward: but a more remarkable 
instance of prolonged detention was re- 
corded by Stephenson, of Detroit 

that of a lady, aged 75, who passed 
by the urethra, after some months' 
symptoms of vesical irritation, a iiiu 
which she had swallowed while picking 
her teeth with it in the year 1835 — fortv- 
two years previously. Occasional piun 
iu the throat was the immediate symp- 
tom, but in 1845 she was seized with 
severe gastric piun, which passed awav, 
and she had no symptoms until hamia- 
tttria in 1870. This curious tolerance of 
such loreign bodies exhibited by the 
tissues is often observed in lunatic asv- 
lums. M.^iilvy recorded s< >me years ago 
the case i 1 .. w ■ mian wh< i had a penchant 
for pins and needles so strong* that she 
made them, in effect, part of her dailv 
diet, and after her death 1,400 or 1 ',ii(T 
were removed from various parts of 'the 
body. 

Another case almost as striking has 
been reco r d ed by Gillette — that of a 
girl in whom, from time to time, needles 
•A»rc found beneath the skin, which they 
perforated, and were removed by the 
fingers or forceps. Concerning the wav 
in w hich they had got into her system 
no informati' >n o mid be extracted from 
her. She was carefully watched, and in 
the course of eighteen months no |ee| 
tluui u20 needles were extracted, all 
being of the same size. Most wero black 
and oxidized, but some had retained 
their jiolish. The majority were un- 
broken. They passed out of various 
ports of the body above the diaphragm 
at regular intervals, but in a sort of 
series and always in the same direction, 
The largest number which escaped in a 
single day was sixty-one. A curious 
phenomenon preceded the escape of 
each needle. Eor some hours the pain 
was severe, and there was considerable 
fever. She then felt a sharp pain, like 
lightning in the tissues, and on looking 
at the place at which this pain had been 
felt the head of the needle was gener- 
ally found projecting. The needles in- 
variably came out head foremost. No 
bleeding was occasioned, and not the 
least trace of intlammation followed. 
The doctor in attendance extracted 318. 
They were sometimes held firmly, and 
.seemed to be contained in a sort ot indu- 
rated canal. It was conjectured that 
they had been swallowed with suicidal 
intentions; but, on the other hand, the 
way in which the needles escaped in 
seru-s, and tlieir direction with the head 
outward, suggested thut they had been 
introduced through the skin. 

That little weight is to be attached to 
the pace at which the needles escape, as 
proof of their modo of introduction, is 
evident from a case recorded by Villars 
of a girl who swalloued a large numlier 
of pins and net Dee, and, two years after- 
ward, during a period of lime months, 
200 passed out ..I the hand, arm, axilla, 
side of thorax, abdomen and thigh, all 
on the left side. The pins, curiously, 
•soaped more readily and with less pain 
than the needles. Many years ago a 
cast* was recorded by Dr. Otto, of Co- 
penhagen, in wliich 4il5 needles passed 
through the skin of a hysterical girl, 
who had probably swallowed them dur- 
ing a hysterical paroxysm ; but these 
idl emerged in the regions below the 
level of the diaphragm, and were col- 
lected in groups, w hich gave rise, to in- 
floniniatory swellings of some size. One 
of these contained 100 needles, Quite 
recently Dr. Rigger desdribed Indore 
the Society of Surgery of Dublin a case 
iu which more than Uoo needles were re- 
moved from the body of a woman who 
died in oonseqaenoe of their presence. 
It is verv remarkable in how few case« 
the net illes were the cause of death, and 
how slight an interference with function 
their presence and movement cause.

BEES A^D BEE-RAISUfG. 



Tb~e stingless bees belonging to the 
genus MelijHina have been long known 
both in Europe and in this couutry. 

It is doubtful about there being any 
plant that will pay to cultivate for honey- 
alone, although there are many which 
will pay to cultivate for fruit and honey. 
Which will pay best wdl depend upon 
how the owner is situated. 

Comb honey is capped over by the 
bees just as soon as it is sufficiently 
evaporated so that it will not sour in the 
cell if the temjierature is kept at 100 
or 102 degrees, as that is just the heat 
of the hive when tho honey is stored. 

A smoker is used to tame bees, in 
order that they may bo handled easily. 
It is a pair of small bellows, with tin - 
Ikjx and funnel attached, so made that it 
can be worked with one hand. Smoke, 

properly applied, nan the effect of quiet- 
ing the irascible little insects. 

Keeping bees iu the old box hive is 
entirely out of date, and the sooner it is 
abandoned the better. The difficulty « ith 
it is that you cannot regulate the internal 
economy of a colony, but must h ave the 
liees to do pretty much as they please. 
Bees need management, the same as cat- 
tle, poultry, sheep, hogs or any other 
kind of farm sbs*k. 

The hist liees to die in a colony arc 
generally those near the qtfeen. Their 
last feeble morsel is divided with their 
mother, and oftentimes her position 
shows she had survived her children som e 
time. Before giving your seemingly- 
dead bees up in despair, make one earn- 
est effort to restore them and you may be 
rewarded by saving a valuable queen and 
colony. 

EvERvnopv knows that hcUBUtR, WMf* 
yellow jackets and all the varieties of wild 
liees will l>e incased in frost and ice for 
months, and as soon as wanned and dried 
will be us active as ever. But the honey 
bee is not so constituted. Her biood fa 
worm, and her system must be supplied 
with food to sustain life ; yet during win- 
ter sho lies in a semi-torpid condition, 
and may even seem to lie dead, and yet 
be restored.
